WUSTROW (M S5/5 51) peninsula was started 26 September 1949. 
About 2,200 Germans had been resettled in GUESTROW (M 54/ 
/T 98), NEUBPANDENBURG (N 54/Y 66), NEUSTRELITZ (N 54/U 54), 
STRALSUND (N 55/P 44) and BAL DOBERAN (M 55/0 72) by 4 Octo- 
ber 1949. The Mecklenburg state government was in charge of 
this evacuation which had to be completed by 12 October 1949. 
All persons the were to leave the peninsula were allowed to 
take their belonsings anc furniture with them. All expen- 
ses arising ith the transfer of the populationwere paid b~ 
the government. There were rumors that a ®oviet strong 
point cr an AAA school was to be established on the WiSfRon 
peninsula. 


Mid~October 1949 


About six hundred families from RERIK (ALT GAARTZ M 55/0 51) 
were resettlec in the ANKLAM (N 54/U 99) area up to 15 Octo~ 
ber 1949, The evacuation was effected by Soviet order. 
Numerous Soviet naval officers and personnel were observed 
inspecting the evacuated area of RERIK.
